To the inexperienced motor- 
ist practically the whole dic- 
tionary seems to be full of 
“don'ts,” but there fs little 
doubt that the longer one 
motors the more one realises ' 
the {mportance of this little 
word. The following collec: 
tion of don'ts,” varying from . 
the safety fivst aspect to the 
welfare of the car and better 
driving methods, are worthy 
of the attention of all motor- 
ists, 

Don't try to get too great a 
mileage out of a gallon of oil. 
It won't pay you. One often 
hears and reads of drivers 
who get anything up to 5,000 
miles. out of a gallon of oil, 
and this without changing the 
lubricant in the sump. No- 
thing is said, however, about 
the wear which takes place in 
the engine under these condi- 
tions. If the motor is to have 
a rensonable chance of 
trouble-free life the of] should 
be changed every 1,000 miles, 
and, ‘for clly driving, every 
500. 

Don’t be tempted to buy 
cheap, unbranded oil; it will 
probably turn out rather ex- 
pensive in the end. 

Don’t neglect points that 
need .lubrication merely be- 
cause they are almost in- 
accessible, ,. , 

Don’t be ‘afraid of gear ° 
changing. If you have not 
the knack of getting the lever 
across silently take a couple 
of lessons and get it. It will 
save you money, and will add 
materially ¢o your driving 
pleasure, 

Don't forget that you owe 
a measure of consideration 
and all reasonable courtesy to 
all other road users. Don't 
drive in such a way as to 
splash pedestrians or: other 
road users with mud if it is 
at all practicable to avoid do- 
ing so. By keeping your 
wheels out of the worst pot 
holes and going slowly in 
muddy places you can avoid 
a lot of inconvenience td other

Chow, Kt. During the proceedings a presentation was made to the 
Rey. A. D. Stewart, a former head master, who is going Home on 


furlongh shortly. : 


A programme of entertainment was provided which included 


Chinese music, a Chinese play, 
The Boy Scouts of the College gro 
of the programme. 


{n his report on the year’s work- 
ing, Mr. BE. G. Stewart (head mas- 
ter) emphasised the want of sports 
grounds, pointing out that any- 
thing in the way of systematic 
physical training for the whole 
school was impossible. He refer- 
red to the excellent health of the 
boarders, and stated that a wel- 
come change had been made in the 
substitution of physical exercises 
for early morning preparation 
twice a week, The boarders had 
now the benefit of listening to 
wireless concerts, a loud-speaker 
having been installed in the hoatel. 

In conclusion, the Headmaster 
expressed, on behalf of them all, 
their deep regret at the Bishop's 
departure. For the past elever 
years, the Bishop had been chair- 
min:of the College Counci), and 
had always’ watched over the 
school with great interest, 

In his speech, Sir Shou-son 
Chow, suid he was particularly 
pleased to see that the attendance 
was even better than that of the 
previous year, for he held the view 
that the success of a student in his 
studies depended largely upon re- 
gular attendance, 

The head master, Mr. E. G. 
Stewart, read his report as follows: 

The past year was the cighty- 
second since St. Paul's College was 
first opened as an Anglo-Chinese 
School, and the twenty-third since 
it was re-started in its present 
form. The year 1931 has been a 
time of few changes; the most im- 
portant event, which I had hoped to 
be able to announce to you this 
evening, that the extension of 
the school premises was actually 
under way, must be postponed to 
a future report. 

The attendance for the past year 
was, on the whole, good. Exclud- 
ing the time when the two upper 
elasses were occupied in examina- 
tions, the attendance was 92 per 
cent. of the number’ on the roll. 
This was slightly better than In the 
previous year. The average enrol- 
ment was just under 400, which is 
very much the same as before. 

The Staff, 

There have been a -few changes 
in the Staff since our last report, 
hut fortunately these came at the 
end of the year. In January Mr. 
Shann who, during the past two 
years, has given part of his time to 
teaching English in the ‘ senior 
classes, went Home on furlough.

Examination Results. 

Our Matriculation results were 
satisfactory. We presented four- 
teen candidates, of whom six matri- 
culated and three others obtained 
the Senior Local Certificate. For 
the Junior Local thirty-two entered 
‘and five passed. During the past 
year special emphasis has been laid 
on Chinese and Mandarin’ in the 
upper classes, and it was gratify- 
ing to find that all the senior can- 
didates passed in both languages 
and eighty per cent. of the Juniors 
qualified in Chinese, one obtaining 
marka sufficient for Distinetion.. 

The Junior Local results were 
disappointing. This was possibly 
partly due to the curriculuni being 
too wide. Actually ten subjects 
are taught in Class 2, and it is 
difficult to decide which of these 
can be omitted without detriment 
to the general. education of the 
boys, : ‘ 

Shorthand. 

Nine of the Commercial Class 
entered for Pitman's Shorthand 
Examination and six of them were 
awarded the certificate. In our 
own school examinations, in the 
upper classes, 58 per cent. of Class 
3 and 60 per cent. of Class 4 
qualified for promotion, The in- 
novation of giving monthly tests 
and awarding weekly marks in the 
lower school, in place of promoting 
on the results of the examinations 
in June and November, has proved 
quite satisfactory, tending to more 
steady work and. less desperate 
cramming towards the end of the 
terin, : 

; Sports, 

Like the majority of the schools 
of Hong Kong, we are handicapped 
by want of sports grounds, Any- 
thing in the way of systematic Dhy- 
sical training for the whole school 
is impossible.

Senior and Local Exams.

A RECOMMENDATION.

“ In the witness box of the’ Cen- 
tral Magistracy this morning, Mrs. 
J. W.° Franks, the wife of the 
Superintendent of Prisons gave 
her testimony in the case in which 
Li Yam,. driver of a motor ambul- 
ance of Central Fire Station, is 
summoned for dangerous. driving 
at the junction of Jardine’s Bridge 
and Stubbs Road, on December 17 
at 1.15 p.m. The case came before 
Mr. W. Schofield.
